Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to pipette with relatively movable block, rod and 
cylinder to provide for distinct volume control, classified in class 73, 
subclass 864.13. 

II. Claims 8-1 3,22,23, drawn to multi-tip pipetter that employs annular 
spaces, classified in class 73, subclass 864.17. 

III. Claims 18,19, drawn to multi-tip pipetter with mandrel, classified in class 
73, subclass 864.17. 

IV. Claims 24-26 , drawn to multi-tip pipetter with motor control, classified in 
class 73, subclass 864.24. 

V. Claim 27, drawn to multi-tip pipetter with hanging ledge gripper, classified 
in class 73, subclass 864.17. 

Claims 7,15-17 link Groups ll-V. 

VI. Claims 28-35,40-44, drawn to pipette/method with mandrel, classified in 
class 73, subclass 864. 11. 

VII. Claims 36-39, drawn to pipette method to mix fluids, classified in class 
366, subclass 349. 

Inventions VII and VI (method) are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
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claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations 
of l-VI are not in Vll. The subcombination has separate utility such as a pipette method 
to draw a single fluid for transfer. 

Inventions Vll and l-VI(apparatus) are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used as a pipette to draw a 
single fluid for transfer. 

Inventions l-V and VI (apparatus) are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all the 
limitations of VI are not in l-Vi. The subcombination has separate utility such as a single 
pipette with single variable chamber volume to draw a sample with a mandrel. 

Inventions VI (process) and l-V are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
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claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process can be used as a method to employ a 
single pipette with single variable chamber volume to draw a sample with a mandrel. 

Inventions ll-V and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of I are not in ll-V. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as a single hand held pipette that may 
employ multiple volumes to draw small volume with subsequent expulsion of a larger 
volume to assure sample removal. 

Inventions IV and ll,lll,V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations 
of ll,lll,V are not in IV. The subcombination has separate utility such as multiple pipetter 
that is employed by hand. 
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Inventions III and il.V.are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations 
of ll,V are not in III. The subcombination has separate utility such as a multipipetter 
whose tips are coupled to the interior of a pipette cylinder. 

Inventions V and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of II are not in V. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as a multipipetter that depends upon 
motor control to limit movement. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each group is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
